The new City Hall of Rhlnelander, 


designed by Architect Henry Wlldha- 
gen of Ashland, Wls., which will oc- 
cupy the lot formed by the meeting 
of Stevens with Pelham and King 
Streets, will bo strictly up to dato In 
every particular. 


Tho exterior walls of the building, 


from tho ground to the tlrst tloor 
joists, will be faced with cut stone 
and tho remaining wall to tho roof 
will bo faced with a gooi. quality of 
jressed brick. Tho entirn structure 
wing'covered with a .rather high roof 
from the center of which rises a high 
.ower. Four largojclock dials in tho 
tower cati be scon from any direction 
n which tho bulldlnp- may be ap- 
iroachcd. 


Two large entrances j.-lve admit- 


tance to the building, tho main en- 
trance facing tho Intersection of 
King Street and Pelham Mreet, and 
tho other entrance opening on Stev- 
ens Street. 


Krom tho main entrance a lllght of 


stairs leads to tho basement and two 
lllghts to tho llrst lloor. On reaching 
the basement lloor wo llnd a large 
room for tho Justice of ;tho J'eaco. a 
Police Olllce with cells for se- 
curing prisoners, toilet and bath 
rooms, several storage vaults and a 
large room for tho heating plant and 
fuel. 


On tho first lloor are tho olllces of 


the City Clerk, City Attorney, Asses- 
sor, Comptroller, Treasurer, Chief of 
the Fire Department, and Chief of 
Police, with vaults for various olllces, 
a largo corridor. Toilet rooms, having 
all modern llxtures, for both sexes. 


Tho second lloor Is occupied by the 


council chamber, a large spacious 
room being sixty-four feet long and 
thirty-one foot wide, and In connec- 
tion with It is a private room for the 
council, which is in direct communi- 
cation with tho Mayor's olllce and 
private olllco. An olllco for the City 
Engineer, a largo corridor and a toil- 
et room, constitute tho remainder of 
this lloor. 


All the several stories of this build- 


ing are well lighted, having high cell- 
ings and making the building one of 
tho best In the vicinity.

Impossible to show where the ono ends 
and the other begins. In other words, 
you. 
for Instance, can be both sane 


and Inxnno at the same time — perfect- 
ly sane on certain subjects, but Insane, 
or partly HO. on ut least one other. 
There are HO ninny brands of insanity 
that, fortunately, not all of us are In- 
sane on the Miiino subject. 


"Between culm, cold roan"ii and a 


transport of passion," says Prof, Gran- 
set, "between originality and eccen- 
tricity, between nervousness and agita- 
tion, between a person who IK slightly 
touched and one who 
Is demented, 


then- are all degrees of transition, and 
It IK ImpOHHlblo to «ay where Insanity 
begins."

K I e p t omanlacs 
show great skill

Prof. Grasset descrlbpH them as "sick 
people who are driven In spite of 
themselves (o take what does not be- 
long to them. Just as wo have seen 
that tho dipsomaniacs are driven by 
an Irrcnlotlblft power to drink." 


Among other brands of semi-Insanity 


may be mentioned

mania, monomania and megalomania, 
which are Illustrated nnd briefly de- 
scribed. Then there are other brands 
which are characterized by Illusions, 
hallucinations.

Impulsive- 
ness, timidity and many forms of ec- 
centricity. 


Prof. GraHsot declares

childhood persons ol unbalanced mind 
are apt to "draw attention to them- 
reives by their precocity, their quick- 
ness In taking hold of everything and 
understanding It, and at the samo tlmo 
liy their whims, their headstrong ways, 
their cruel Instincts, their violent and 
convulsive attacks of anger. When 
Ihey In-come men they are queer, coin- 
ilex/ heterogeneous Individual*), made 
ip 
of 
contradictory qualities 
and 


auItH. They are often us highly gifted 
n one Hue us they ate lacking In an- 
ither. From the intellectual point of 
view they sometimes possess the fac- 
titles of Imagination, Invention and ex- 
ircBMlun In a very high degree; that Is 
o say. they lire gifted In speech, In 
he arts nnd In poetry." 


Those Who Are "A Little Off." 
Tho originals nnd eccentrics show 


lack of equilibration to a still greater 
degree. "These people," says 
Prof. 


Gruaset. "are what the public would 
describe as 'a little off' on some ono 
subject; they either have HOJIIO pe- 
culiar habit or wear some odd stylo 
of clothes or have a queer manner of 
wearing their hnlr or of walking or 
writing or speaking. It may bo either 
a strange gesture, u form of speech, a 
tie or a grievance. 
The eccentricity 


In often Hhown by an Imperious 
or 


obsessional tendency, as, for example, 
to surround oneself with birds or flow- 
ers or cats: to collect uninteresting 
objects, particularly articles of wear- 


wear or wrappers of every stylo ana 
color, or to bo absorbed In researches 
and calculations and ridiculous Inven- 
tions." 


But, after all, semi-Insanity In some 


forms 
1ms Its 
advantages. 
Many 


world-famous men—poeta, mathema- 
ticians, 
philosophers, 
historians, 


writers, statesmen and scientists— 
would probably n«ver have been heard 
of but far that ono little streak of In- 
sanity which lent luster and Impetus 
to tholr minds and prompted them to 
accomplish something of tremendous 
value to mankind. 


For Instance, "Tolstoi belongs to tho 


category of the semi-insane who tiro 
termed 'originals.' At eight years of 
age he was seized with an Irresistible 
desire to fly. This Idea haunted him 
to such n degree that he decided to 
put It Into practice. He shut himself 
up In his study room, climbed up to 
tho window and made tho movements 
for flying In tho air. He fell from n 
height of more than 1C feet nnd was 
sick for Home tlmo following." 


Tolstoi's Peculiar Mania. 


Later Tolstoi's particular brand of 


Insanity prompted him to fall in love, 
not once, but threefold; for, having 
met tho three daughters of Dr. Uerco, 
ho "began by being very much taken 
by tho oldest, then ho thought ho was 
In love with the second, and finally 
fell In lovo with tho third." Tho triple 
romance ended abruptly, for Tolstoi 
suddenly decided that Instead of get- 
ting married he would mow liny with 
the niotijlks In a peasant's blouse. 


Lourle, who made a psycho- 


logical study of many of the great Rus- 
sian novelists of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, summed up TolHtol's caso in the 
following way: 


"Tolstoi Is one of those rare mon to 


whom the English aphorism, 'They 
are certainly cracked, but tho crack 
lets In light,' might apply. In a word, 
Tolstoi wim n semi-Insane genius." 


liven Socrates must have had a 


streak of Insanity In him, for he "went 
Into ecstacles which were almost cata- 
leptic fits. At table, or In the streets 
of Athens, or In tho camps, ho would 
suddenly stop short, sometimes with- 
out motive. At other times, on tho oc- 
casion of. a sneeze either by himself 
or one of his neighbors, he would act, 
or would not act. according to whether 
tho sneeze had taken place on his 
right hand or on his left." 


Insanity of Some Great Men. 


Prof. GrasBot cites the cases of 


diany other great men of past and 
present limes whose brands of In- 
sanity were manifested 
in 
various 


ways. Pascal, for instance, "could not 
Htiind Heelng water without falling Into 
a perfect lit of passion." 
Then An- 


gusto Comte who has exerted a vast 
and 
lasting Inllueiiw on the philo- 


sophical position of the savants of the 
nlnetenth century, "was 
undoubtedly 


semi-Insane, when he wns not wholly 
Insane, 
Ho vroto Incoherent letters. 


While he wns taking a walk ono day 
he wanted to drug his wlfo with him 
Into the Lake d'Enghi'ln. 
During his 


mealB he would try to drive his knife 
Into the table, llko 
Walter 
Scott's 


Highlander, and he would order tho 
succulent back of a pig nnd recite bits 
of Homer." 


Of Gorki, Prof. Grnssot writes that 


ho "made an attempt to commit sui- 
cide at tho age of 18 and belongs to 
the category of tho semi-Insane who 
have been termed vagabonds or wan- 
derers." 


Guy de Maupassant died Insane. Ho 


had often confessed to Paul Uourgot 
that he frequently saw his double, in 
going Into his own room ho would BOO 
himself Heated upon his own sofa. Tho 
roots of his disease "Boomed 
to bo 


confused with the very qualities of his 
tulont." Vlllomaln had ideas of perso- 
cutlon, Jean Jacques Rousseau was 
successively clocktnttkor, mountebank, 
music master, painter 
nnd servant, 


and then followed the paths of medi- 
cine, music, theology nnd botany. Ho 
used to meditate bareheaded In 
the 


nun at midday. Ho fell In lovo at 11. 
Ho would suddenly depart from an 
Inn, 
leaving his trunk 
behind 
him. 


Gorard do Xervnl, tho political writer 
nnd poet, was subject to hallucina- 
tions.

Weekly Newspapers Should Be Independ- 


ent and Take an Active Part 


In Political Affairs. 


1 dissent from the Old dictum that 


the weekly paper should keep out of 
politics. To do its share In solving 
Lho political questions confronting 
this country Is one of the tlrst duties 
of the weekly press, and the weekly 
editor Is the very man, above all 
others, whoso help and work 
needed In the politics of today. 


and always will bo tho backbone of 
representative government. 


Tho editor of tho big dally finds 


difficulty In getting close to his 
people. The editor of the country 
weekly, on the other hand, cannot get 
away from them even If he would. 
He knows what his people think, ana 
It Is his duty to give their Ideas to 
the world. It Is his duty to tell tho 
senators from his state and the con- 
gressman from his district what his 
wjonlo want. It Is not his duty, to 
LucehL people to do certain things 
simply because those who, pree a*> tho 
leaders of a party say so, but Us i s 
duty to say to those generally self 
constituted leaders, "My P«op o de- 
mand of you that you do so and so. 


Orders should come not from AVash- 


,ngton to the people, but they should 
RO from Uio people to Washington. 
Too long has It gone the wrong waj, 
and a weekly press too modest of Its 
own opinions, too easily led by poli- 
ticians, has been very largely to blame. 
In saying this 1 have no reference to 
recent events, for 1 have lohg enter- 
talned the idea that the weekly paper 
should endeavor to bo tho mirror of 
tho Ideas of the people, not tho par- 
rot to repeat tho phrases of the poll- 
tlclan. On tho other hand, 1 do not 
advise tho utter Ignoring of party 
leaders, tho casting aside of all advice 
but those who seek to lead should be 
made to realize that their llrst alle- 
irlance Is to the people. 


Neither, on tho other hand, should 


or even to toll tho politician what the 
politician ought to do? 


Not only is It the duty of the week- 


ly editor to do his share, in politics, 
but ho Is shirking a duty which de- 
volved upon him when he became an 
editor If ho refuses to play his part. 
In this discussion, however, It Is nec- 
essary to presuppose that tho edlto 
possesses a good equipment of'brains 
and some political sagacity; 
If he is 


lacking In this sagacity, certainly tho 
wisest thing for him to do Is to keep 
out of politics or else select some ad- 
viser whom he .knows Is honest and 
disinterested and who can supply the 
sagacity required. 


Hut It does not, gentlemen, goner- 


ally require tremendous sagacity to 
distinguish between right and wrong
